What will be the overt sign that civil 
rights strife in Alabama has reached its 
historic climax and is beginning to ebb’ 
The sign may have been given when 
delegations of Negroes from rural coun­ 
ties were given a friendly reception by 
white Alabama politicians in the state­ 
house at Montgomery 
This was the first time Negroes had 
been received on this basis. It was the 
first time white politicians who have made 
a living nut of race hatred had treated 
Negroes like first-class citizens 
If was the first time Alabama Gov 
George C. Wallace had called off the 
state troopers who customarily dominate 
all meetings between Negroes agitating 
for civil rights and white Alabamans.

Playing U.S. Foreign Policy By Ear

WASHINGTON 
American presidents have had 
to play a good bit of their for­ 
eign policy by ear since World 
War II 
President Johnson is 
doing the same, and before he's 
through his ears may tingle. 


All of them have had to oper­ 
ate against communism on two 
planes: the long range and the 
sudden 


All the presidents since the 
war have had plans for re­ 
straining communism and car­ 
ried them out while never know­ 
ing from one minute to the next 
what the Reds would suddenly 
try. 
And. when they did try. the 
presidents had to make-do fast 
to meet the new problem, hop­ 
ing they would be both right and 
effective 
One 
example 
is 
President 
Harry S Truman’s almost in­ 
stant response to the North Ko­ 
rean Reds’ attack on South Ko­ 
rea; another is Johnson’s quick 
action in using troops in the Do­ 
minican 
Republic 
where, 
he 
said. 
Communists 
had 
taken 
control of the rebellion 
But 
if American presidents 
have had to play the Commu- 
nists by ear because of their 
unpredictability. 
Johnson 
is 
forcing the Reds as of now to 
plav the same way with him 
and for the same reason 
How a president responds to 
the sudden and unpredictable 
provides more than just a meas­ 
ure of his judgment, since it 
affects thereafter both the for­ 
eign relations of this country 
and his world leadership 
Johnson has been criticized at 
home and abroad for ordering 
the Vietnamese bombing and 
his action in the Dominican Re­ 
public although, as of now, he 
can not be fairly judged on ei­ 
ther action 
The general public does not 
know how much of a menace 
the 
Dominican 
Communists 
were, or how necessary it was 
to bomb North Viet Nam, or 
whether the bombing will force 
the Reds to a truce and save 
South Viet Nam 
There's something 
else the 
general public doesn't know 
will Johnson act this fast in fu­ 
ture emergencies or will he. 
because of the criticism he got. 
be 
more 
cautious 
hereafter 
a b o u t 
involving 
American 
forces around the world ’ 
But. ironically, the Commu-

nists don't know the answer to 
those two questions either, and 
because they don’t. Johnson will 
remain 
as 
unpredictable 
to 
them as they are to him 
This, in itself, may have a 
deterring effect on them, which 
may be something .Johnson him­ 
self had figured out. without 
knowing where he'd have to act. 
before he acted in these two 
cases. 
Presidential cold war plan­ 
ning began with the Truman 
“ doctrine" 
in 
1947 when the 
wartime Allies like Britain and 
France were broke and commu­ 
nism 
was 
pressuring 
Greece 
and Turkey. 
Truman had to make a reality 
of his doctrine, which simply 
said the United States would 
help any country anywhere re­ 
sist communism, with a series 
of helpful worldwide programs 
economic and military aid 
And when that wasn't enough, 
Truman backed his programs 
and his doctrine with direct U.S.

MEXICO CIT\’

Exact figures are difficult to 
pin down, but informed Mexi­ 
can and Cuban exile sources say 
an average of 200 Cubans a

There are 2.000-2.500 refugees 
in Mexico in transit at a time 
It takes about 90 days for an

clear, enabling them to leave 
for the United States or e I s e- 
where. 


TH E C U B A N government 
strips all those leaving of their 
property, money, even e x t r a 
clothing, so they arrive penni­ 
less. 


Three boarding houses a n d

W’hen the pc r rn 11 is

Why. for instance, should a 
state from which a billion dol­ 
lars in federal taxes is collected 
and to which is allocated $100 
million for aid to its schools sud­

be denied such aid be­ 
cause a federal bureaucracy de­ 
cides that the

not 
complying 
with 
regulations 
promulgated from Washington’ 
The money collected in fed­ 
eral taxes in a state far exceeds, 
of course, the allotments made 
to that state for education What 
is being returned to the states 
is their own taxpayers’ money. 
But it's being used in large part 
to require compliance by t Ii e 
states through what is being 
called “ legalized blackmail " 


CONGRESS in 1964 passed a

Court orders, of course, have 
been litigated extensively, b u t 
the Supreme Court has taken 
upon itself the duty of enforcing 
the desegregation policy. N ow 
that the executive branch of the 
government has joined 
in the 
battle and has decided to with­ 
hold funds as a method of pun­ 
ishment. a constitutional amend­ 
ment would appear to be th e 
only effective recourse available 
to protect the states from inva­ 
sions of their authority to handle 
their own educational processes. 


CERTAINLY 
when 
the 
ll 
states of the South pay a total 
of nearly $16 billion in taxes 
and the federal government de­ 
cides for some arbitrary reason 
to withhold a portion of the funds 
allocated to them 
especially 
when the reason is not at all re­ 
lated to the educational process 
itself — then the citizens of 
these states have a grievance.

LEBANON, Ohio (A P )-T h e 
rather uneventful four-day rally 
that was supposed to .show Ohio­ 
ans the Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan are still active in the North 
wa.s over today and a lot of 
q uestions rem ained unanswered. 
The main q uestion concerned 
the hooded order’s strength in 
Ohio, where a governor had to 
proclaim m artial law 40 y ears 
ago in an effort to curb the 
Klan. 


Grand Em peror Hugh Morris 
of Burchanan. Ga., s e e m e d 
pleased Monday night when he 
said in the glare of a burning 
cross that the rally had been 
successful. He had said earlier 
that 200 to 500 new members 
were iniatiated in the Cincinnati 
area during the weekend, but 
there was no increa.se in the 
number of robed Klan.smen at 
the rally . 
Several thousand f>er.sons vis­ 
ited 
Parkie 
Scott’s farm 
in 
northern W arren County during 
the four day s and nights of the 
rally . Many of them just curi­ 
ous, m any were college y ouths 
who cam e to list« » with amazed 
ex pressions and sometimes to 
argiM with Klan speak ers-b u t 
there were also many who sign­ 
ed m e m b e r ship application 
blanks on a card table in Scott’s 
back y ard. 
About 7.50 people watched a 
45-foot cross biuTi Monday nigh). 
Some .500 were on hand for Sat­ 
urday night’s ceremony . 
There was talk that the ap­ 
plications totaled more than 200, 
but Morris would not cite any 
figures.

The best way we know of to 
remove the goo is to put one- 
half cup of kerosene to a pail 
of hot water. Use paper nap­ 
kins or paper towels and dip 
them into this wonderful mix ­ 
ture and wipe away 
Now, there is a reason for us­ 
ing paper napkins or paper tow­ 
els instead of rags.

ANSWER: The name "Versailles" brings to mind a per­ 
iod when the power and glory of a country was proclaimed 
before the world by the glitter of its royarcourt. Nowadays. 
Versailles is a city in France Once, it was simplv a wooded 
area 12 miles from Paris. In the early 1600’s, King I^uis 
XIII loved to hunt there. Attracted by the fresh air and 
pleasant rural surroundings, he began the construction of a 
chateau or small country house in 1627. Louis XIV, even more 
in love with the area, decided on Versailles as the perfect 
permanent location for the royal court, removed from the 
bustle of Paris and yet conveniently close fo it. After mov­ 
ing into the chateau, in 1682. Louis began to change it into a 
magnificient royal palace. Great galleries and courts were 
laid out, the finest of parks and gardens constructed .Soon 
Versailles was the nation’s showpiece, fo who.se fetes and 
ceremonies came wealthy and highborn people from many 
parts of the world.
